The next to Beanes 
Peeaſe. in wooꝛthineſſe and ſowyng is Peaſe, called in Grreke xrros, in 
Italian Piſe, and Piſelle, in Spaniſh Aruera, in French Peſe, in 
Dutch Erretrem,aJulle that groweth with hollowe ſtalkes d 
full ol bꝛanches lying vpon the grounde, manie leaues and long, 
the Coddes round, conteming in them round ſeedes, and white: 
though Plinie wꝛite, that thei be coꝛnerd as Chich, ol which ſoꝛt 
we haue ſome at this day blewiſh, with flowꝛes in ſhape like the 
Butterflye, purple coloured toward the middeſt. There are two 
ſoztes ol eaſe, che one ſoꝛt coueteth to climbe aloſt, and runneth 
vp vppan ſtickes, to whiche with little winders he bindeth hym 
ſelfe, and is foꝛ the moſt part onely ſowen in Gardens, the other

Pulſe hauing one onely ftaſke,the leafe tagged in five diuiſions 
icke a ſtarre, the fſoune white, the coddes iagged, and indented 
about, hauing with them five mn fire ſeeves,hard,byode, + rev, 
the leaues therof doo fafl, This pulſe requirerh le trouble, and 
is of ſmall pace, and yet moſt helpech the grounde of auy thyng 
that is ſowen: fo there can be no better manuryng foz barrapne 
Uinepardes and Conne feeldes then this, which either vpon bar⸗ 


raine ground pꝛoſpereth, o kept in the Garner, endureth a won⸗ 
derful whyle:being ſudden and layd in water, it feedeth Drenin 


TUinter very wel, and in time ol dearth( as Co/xwe lla ſaich)ſer- 
ueth men to all wage their hunger : it poſpereth in ſaudy and 
grauclly groundes, in the wozlt land that may be:ucither loueth 
it to haue any lahour beſtowed vpon it, noz weyeththe goodnes 
ofthe ground , So l it is, as if it be caſt among Buſbes 
and Bꝛyrrs, pet will it rote and pꝛoſper: it refuſeth both Par 
rowing and Raking,+is not oyen with Teedes,but 1 
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the werdes about it. A doung be wantyng to mende the ground 
withall, this ſerues the turnp aboue all other: fa2 beeyng ſowed 
and turned in with the Plo wwe, it ſerueth the turne in ſtecde of 
ingut is (owed tymelieſt of all other, and rraped laſt: it ia 
ſowed all other Pulſe, a little after arueſt: couer it how 
ſclenderly you will, it careth not, an excelleut good ſeede lo an 
euill hul bande: pet deſyzeth it the warmth of tumne, that it 
may be well rooted bokoze inter come, foz atherwyſe the coly 
is hurtfull vnto it. Jt flowzeth chyy{e, firſt in May, then agayne 
in June, aud laſt in July: after euerp fluunyng it beareth his 
codde.Befoze it loweth, they vie to put in Cattel:fo where as 
they will feede vpon all other graſle az weedes, only this for che 
bitterneſſe thereof while it is greene, they leaue vntouched, Be:

nat verie deepe:for pf the ſeede bee couertd aboue foure fongers 
thicke , it will very hardly growe. Therefoze the grounde muſk 
be tyld with ſmall Plowes, and the ſerde pꝛeſently rouered with 
Rakes.

growing deepeſt. The ſfalke ofthe Beane and the Lupine is al 
fo ſingie,cheothers are al full of bꝛauches and ſclender ſlippes, 
and all hallo me. All Pulſe foz the moſt part are to bee ſowed in 
the Spung, and require vevy riche ground, except the Lupine, 
that cares nat where he lyes: they are all lumen in the encreaſe 
of the Boone , except j eaſe: if they be watred beſdʒe their ſow- 
ing, they pꝛoſper the better: they are ſpeevilp to bee ge athered 
when they bee ripe, fo2 they ſuddaynly ſhatter : they will endure- 
longeſt,being geatheredm che change ofthe Boone. Jt is much 
tobe regarded whether vou wilkeepe oꝛ ſell them, foꝛ the ſerdes 
inthe encreaſe of y Mone doo ware greater, there are that pze- 
ſerue them in aſhes vnder them, and 
ſpzinckling them with Uineger: ſome vſe athes alone, other 
ſome vſe to ſminckle them with Bergewine vineger, as Jhaue 
ſaid ofthe Lentpll. Pozeouer, the Greekes haue willed to min⸗ 
gle with the doung a little Saltpeeter when you ſowe them, 
whereby they ſhall the better ſeethe and be the tenderer: and yf 
they be not pꝛeſently tender, they will tocaſt ints the pot A little 
Muſtard ſeede, which will make them ſtraightway welt. 7 he- 
braſtus abdeth divers things beſide, which were to long to tell. 
R 1 GO, It is needefull ſm ettery huſbandman to ſowe all 
theſe Erapue and ulſe in his ground : 
8 -CONO. No, but as J ſide before;in ſpeaking ol grounde 
and ſeede , you muſt cheefely ſowe ſuche as beft agree with the 
nature of pour groundthow be it, there are ſome of them that re. 
fuſe no grounde. There are certayne of them as Yarre (apth, 
that are not ſowed fo preſent neceflicitie,but fo: other aftertur- 
nes. And others agayne that are ofneceſſitie to bee ſowen , as 
Come foz man, and Fodder fm cattell :of whiche nut ſpeciall 
care be han, that there be no w# ofthe, without which we can 
notliue:as Rpe, Otts, aud Buck.

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— — the feedyng of pooꝛe Cat tell, without whiche the 
can not be huſbanded:therefoze muſt he ſowe Pulſe ſoz 
the vſe ol man and beaſt, and fodderin moze abundance for the 
fiſtenaunce of beaſtes , Amongſt all ſoztes of Fodder , that is 
counted fo the cheefe and the beſt, which the people of olde time, 
and the Italians at this day cal Medica, ſome call it Treefople, 
the Frenchmen cal it Grand rrefle,the Spaniardes A/fa/ſa, o- 
thers call it Burgandie graſſe, becauſe it was bzought in by the 
Burgundians, it is now alſo come into Germanie, and there cal 
led elſholken, in Greeke . Plnie uniteth, that it was 
bꝛought by the Romanes out of Media into Italy, differing al- 
moſt nothing from Tryfolly az Thꝛeeleaued graſſe: but that it 
is greater, higher, and ranker,fo2 in ſtalke, leafe, and flowye, it 
is all one, it groweth altogeather buſſhing in leaues. In the 
toppe ofthe ſtalke it putteth fooꝛth ſhoꝛt Coddes , wuthen like 
homes indented about, and hauyng as it were little pzickles, 
wherein is the ſeede ſhaped like a Boone , and growyng to the 
codde in bigneſſe as the Lentil: which being chawed, taſteth like 
Peaſe:euery Codde hath his ſecede , it requireth a fatte grounde 
without ſtones, full of iuyce and rithe : in many places it com- 
meth not vp, in others it ſpzingeth very thicke , Varro geuerh 
charge, that it be not ſowed in too dꝛie a grounde oz tyckle, but 
in good and well ſeaſoned. P/imie would haue the ground be d2ye 
and very rich, / lumella biddeth, that the feelde where this He- 
dica ſhalbe ſowed, ſhould be bzoken vp about October, and ſo to 
lye mellowyng all the TUinter, and then to ſtir it in Febuaric, 
and the ſtones caſt out, toharrowe it well, and after in Parche 
to oꝛder it Garden wyſe, caſting it into beddes, euery bedde ten 
foote bzoade, and fiftie in length, ſo that they may be eaſily wa. 
tred, and of euery ſide well weeded : then laping on good olde 
doung, let it lye tyll Ap2yfl, and at the ende of Apꝛill ſowe it in 
ſuch as euery handful of ſerde may occupy fine foote 
in bzeadth, and ten in legth: and couer the ſeede out of hand, ra 
king them with wodden Rakes,fo2 the Sunne wil ſoone burne 
them. After it is ſo wen, that it come vp an inche in height, vou 
muſk beware you touche not the grounde with any iron inftru- 


ment, but either with pour Fyngers, oz with Rakes of wood,

Let the fy2\t harueſt be long 
deferred, to the ende he may ſome what ſhed his ſcedes: at other 
tymes you map mowe it as ſoone as you will, | grue it to vour 
cattell. Suche as are ſkulſull in huſbandʒy, doo ſaye, that if you 
mingle Otes wich the ſeede of Aedica, and ſowe them, thei wil 
rauſe them to ſtocke very well: it is ſowed in Apꝛill oz later, in 
Pap, to ſcape the Froſtes, and the ſerde is caſt in like ſoꝛte as 
CUyeate is. Ihen it beginneth to bzanche, al other ſecdes muſt 
be weeded away: and being this oꝛdꝛed, you may mowe it ſixe 
tymes a peere, It flowzeth lixe times, oꝛ at the leaſt fiue times, 
ſoit be not tut. When you haue mowed it, water it well, and as 
it ſpzingerh, weede it agayne , And thus as J ſayde, you may 
mowe it ſire times a pere, aud it ſhall thus continue tenne peres 
togeather:it enricheth the ground, al pooꝛe and feeble cattell, are 
ſoone bzought vp with it: it like wiſe healech cattell that are di- 
ſeaſed:but when it fpy\k ſyꝛingeth, till cattell be acquainted with 
it, you muſt geue them but little at once, leſt the ſtrangeneſſe of 
the foode hurt them: foz it maketh them to well, and bzecdeth 
great abundance of blood Co/nme/la wiiteth, that one acre of it 
will well fynde thzee Hoſes a peere, In ſome Countreyes this 
hearbe dooth growe in great plentie in enery Meddowe, eyther 
of the nature of the grounde , oꝛ thiough the diſpoſition ol the 
heauens,nd ſometime the relikes ofthat which hath been long 
agoe ſowen, dooch peerelp ſmyng of the ſeede that fallerh , and 
ouergrowen with graſle # weedes,doth change into meddowe. 
J ſce nscaulſc but that it may growe ot it ſelfe,but that perhaps 
ſuche plantes as are bought out ol ſtrange Countrepes require 
ſuwyng and dꝛeſſyng: it is beſt to be mowed when it begimeth 
to flo nne, foꝭ it muſt not be ſuffered to ſecde, whereby the lodde r 
Wall be the better: whiche beyng well layd vp, will tontinue in 
odne ſſe thice peerrs, to the great pꝛoſite of the Oraſier, foꝝ as 
haue ſayd before, there can be no better fodder deuiſed foꝛ cat- 
tell, wherwith they wil better feede, and ſooner ryſe. The nert in 
goodneſſe to this Medica is Cyt iſus, wonderfully as Plixic wii 
tech commeuded of Art am ac hu, t as Vergil ſaith, a good fod- 
der foꝛ Sheepe , and beyng dꝛye, a deli foode to Swyne:

This plant was fyꝛſt found in the Nlande Cyt hno, and 
from thence ſpꝛead t the (ycleds , and ſo to Greece, 
wherby the ſtone of Cheeſe tame tobe great:neither is chere np 
coumtrevat this day, where they may not haue great plentie(as 
Columolls ſaith) of this ſhxihbe. In Italy it groweth about the 
enclaſpars of Ulineparves, it (h1inketh neyther fon heate, colde, 
froſt, noꝝ ſnowe: it requireth good grounde, ik the weather ber 
very dzye, jt muſt be watred, and when it firſt ſpꝛinges well har 
rowed after three peres, pou may cut it downe and geue it your 
cattell. r would hae it ſuwen in well oꝛdꝛed ground, as the 
ſeede of Col wooꝛtes ſhould be, and after remoued aud ſet a foote 
and halle a ſunder, om els to be ſet of the ſlippes.

wherin are encloled vellowe ſeedes: it delighteth in rich ground 
aud ſomewhat moyſt, ſome ſowe it in barcayne grounde: after 
once plowyng, it is ſowed in the Spring, and geathered in ſom 
mer.

warde that the ſeede may fall out, Some vſe agayne to carde of 
the knopyes with an iron Combe, and dꝛwing them in the ſunne 
to geather the ſeede. The bundels after wardes are layde in wa 
ter heated with the Sunne, with ſome waight vppon them to 
keepe them downe:the rynde waring looſe, ſheweth when they 
haue heen ſteeped penouch, Then the bundels vnlooſed and dꝛy⸗ 
ed in the Sunne, are beaten with beetels, when as the vtter 
rynde is pilled of, and combed and hacked vppon an iron combe: 
the moꝛe wꝛong it ſuffereth, the better doth it pꝛooue:the Towe 
is ſeuered from the Flare, and appoynted for his vſe, ſo are they 
ſeuerally ſpon vpon the Diſtaffe, made vp in bottomes, and ſent 
to the Teauers, whereof are wouen webbes, to the great com- 
moditie of all men. Laſt of all, the webbe is layde out in the hotte 
Sunne, and ſp2inckled with water, whereby it is bꝛought to a 
paſſing whitenes, It may be remembꝛed, that not long ſince the 
women of Germanie knewe nocoſtlyer attyꝛe. The beſt Flare 
that is at this day, is bꝛought ſrom Moſtouia, Liuo ta, + thoſe 
Countreyes,farre excellyng ours in heyght aud goodneſſe.

CONO.Pt ſay true, that hearbe {ſar inhis Cammenta- \Woade, 
ries ofthe warres of Fraunce,calleth um, in Greeke iga- 
rie Hu, in Italian Grade, in Spantlhe P.citel, in Frenche 
with the common ſozt Guadune, and G#eſae,in Duch vent, the 
Dyars doo vſe it, and with them it is greatly eſteemed , and 
great gaine ariſcth thereofvnto the people of Gelderland, "Ju: 
lies, and Turyn, and diuers Countreys els:the leaues as Phnie 
wziteth, are like vnto Dockleaues, Dioſcorides wziteth of two 
kindes, the wild, and the Garden Toade, ſaving, that the Gar⸗ 
den Noade which D pars vſe,hath leaues like lantayne, but 
ſomething thicker, and the wild, leaues like Lentil, with veflow 
flowies : with this hearbe Ceſar ſaith the people of Englande 
were woont to paynt theit faces and bodyes, to ſceme moꝛe ter⸗ 
rible to their enemies: it requireth lyke ſowyng and ſoyle as 
Tlheate nach: but it is a great ſpker of the ground, and muche

Homer conimenderh Uliſes his Swinherd, fo his greate vali- 
aumce and nolleues. That the valinunt and nobleſt people haue 
pokeſſed this trade, the Jtalians, Germanes, and Swyczers 
can teſtifie, whoſe Countryes beeyng now growne to moꝛe de- 
licacie,then they were wont to be, were wanted aiwapes, when 
their doyngs were moſt famous, to glozy aud vaunt themſelucs 
of this like , as at this day the Goodlyeſt and wyſeſt dooe. And 
therefoze the auncient uniters, as well Greckes, as Latyns, 
doo count the cheekeft wealth to bee in the numbers ofSheepe, 
Cattell and Fruite : ſoꝝ which eftimation the Cattell were ſup- 
poſed to be cladde in Golden Goates : whence ſpzang firſt the fa 
ble ol the Golden Fleeſe of Co/chos, whiche /aſo», and his com:

when it groweth to be ſomething ſtrong, it muſt be put to}9a- 
five wihthe Bare, leaſt the Mare rectaue hurte, by the ab- 
ſence of it: tor chiefely this beaſt of all others, moſt eltermeth her 
voung, and if ſhe be kept from it, taketh harme : the Fole that 
lackes his damme , is often bꝛought vp, of other Mares that 
haue Coltes: the Mare muft go in verie good paſture, that the 
Colte may haue ſtoꝛe of mike. Being ſiue monethes olde, when 
pou bꝛyng them intohowſe , you muſt feede them with Barley 
flowze and Bꝛanne: at a tweluemoneth olde, you muſt either 
put them into good paſture, oꝛ feede them with Bzanne, Chaffe, 
and hay. Varro will not haue you to weane them, till they be two 
peeres olde: and though J like not too ſoone weaning, vet wee 
bſe commonly to weane them at ſtue oz ſire monethes olde, and 
to let them runne in good paſture, whiche cuſtome pꝛoueth not 
amiſſe,Pozeoner as long as they runne with the Damme, vou 
hall doo well to handle them now and then, leaſt, when they bee 
put from the Damme, they ware wilde: they muſt bee taught 
to be gentill, and not only to abide a man, but to couet his coni⸗ 
and not to bee affraid at euery ſtrange ſight, noꝛ at euerie 
but to come to it. Yerophon ſaith, we muſt(as men) pꝛo⸗ 
uide Scholemaſtrs f pe Clos, * 

our Hozſes, and appoint how we will haue them b2oken : kor as 
their ſeruice is diuers, ſo muſt be their beaking. But hereof we 
ſhall ſpeake moꝛe hereafter , when we entreate of hoꝛſmanſhip, 
and bjeaking of Hozſes : onelynowe wee will deale with thoſe 
that ſucke,and ſerue fo2 the Plowe, To make them gentler, the 
bꝛidles, and other hozſe harneyes, muſt be hanged by them, that 
they map the better bee acquainted with them , bothe with the 
ſight, and the gingling. Now when they be well tamed, and will 
ſuffer to be handled, Varro would hate pou lay a boy grouelyng 
vpon them twiſe, oꝛ thyiſe , and after to beſtride them, and this 
he would haue doone , when they bee thee peere olde , fo2 then 
they growe moſt, and begin to be great bꝛawned. There be that 
thinke a Horſe may beging to bee handled at a yeere anda halle 
olde, and Varro,at thee peere old, when their pouender is gy- 
uen them: but we v.commonly after two eres tolabour them

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gently, firſt in harrowing of new plowed land, whiche is good 
both lor their foote, and theit place, and alſo with Plowing, and 
ſuche like exertiſe: whereby we vſe to acquaint them with colde 
and heate,indzawing together. It muſt be ſeene ta, that they be 
tuen matched, leaſt the Cronger ſpoyle the weaker , while he 
dꝛeadeth the rating and whippine,Hoſes take leſſe harme with 
dꝛawyng then with bearing. Thus muſt they be vſed to reaſo⸗ 
nable trauaile, by reaſon they will be the harder, and not 
ſo lightly take harme:but herein muſt begreate diſcretion,

EVꝙ H. What maner of ſtable would you haue, to I haue 
ſometimes hearde, that the ſtable is of great impoztance : 

H 1PPO, Your ſtable muſt be buplt in a dzp place,fo2 wet- 
ting the Voꝛſes hole, which you ſhallauopde , if you planke it 
with good Oken Plankes , 02 (whiche Xenophon — 
haue you doe) with round pauing ſtone, keping it alwaies 
from doung, and ſtraw, and after laying freſh litter, ſo as thep 
ſtand harde, and lye ſoft , Tenophon would haue the ſtable ſo pla: 
ced, as it may alwayes be in the Maſters eye, and to be light⸗ 
ſome,leaſt the Hoꝛſe being vſed to the darke, his eye daſell at the 
light, Some thinke they will be the gentler, i they be vſed tothe 

| light, and the fairer, if they haue the ſunne at his ryſing in fom- 
mer tyme: let as much ayze come to them both day and night as 
vou can, In winter, your ſtable ſhould rather be warme, then 
hot, and therefore pour ſtable muſt ſtand toward the South, but 
| ſo as the windous may open toward the Noꝛch, whiche beyng 
kept ſhut in winter, may be warme, and opened in ſamer, vou 
map let in the coole ay2e. 
EV Þ H, The like we vſe in our Dre ſtalles.

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I HP PO, Beſides, wheras the bodies of cattell, haue nede 
ol rubbing, as well as mens bodies, foꝛ many tymes it doth the 
Hoꝛſe as muche good to bee ſtroked downe the backe with vour 
hand, as to feede hym. The Doꝛſe is to be continually turryed in 
the moꝛnyng, at night, and after his labour. In curriyng of them 
we muſt begin at the head, and the necke: to2 it is a vaine thing 
to make cleane the lower partes, and leaue the other foule, It is 
godd alſo to obſerue due times fo his feeding, his watering, and 
his trauayle. Thus muche of his exerciſe. Now followeth to 
ſpeake of his dyet: and becauſe wee haue ſpoken be foze of his 
paſture , we muſt alſo ſay ſomewhat of his other feeding. The 
better a man would haue his Hoꝛſe to pꝛoue, the better muſt hee 
looke to his meate,fo2 the good ferding (the country people ſap) 


poung ( as J ſaid befoze of Coltes) he muſt be fed with graſſe, 
chaffe,and hay:ifhe be elder and mete to trauaile,his foode muik 
be the dzier,as Chaffe , Barley, Dates , and Hay, Chaife doth 
not ſo wel nouriſh,by reaſon of the dꝛyneſſe, but it keepes the bo- 
dy in good plight: and becauſe hard meate is hardeſt of digeſtion, 
it ts therefoze to bee geuen tothoſe that labour. The ſtocke oz 
ſtudde, muſt be paſtured in large paſtures and marſhes, as alſo 
vpon mountaines and hilly groundes, but euer well watred, not 
dꝛp, rather champion then woddy, and rather ſoft ſweete graſſe, 
chen hie and flaggy:ik the paſture be too ſhoꝛt, they ſooner weare 
their fozeteeth,and are toothleſſe befoze their ful age. And where 
as euerp kinde of Creature is naturally moyſt, a Hoꝛſe ought 
cheefely ( whether he be voung, oꝛ old) to be fed wich moyſt pa- 
fture , foz the better conuerſation of his naturall temperature. 
Some would haue you in no wiſe to geue pour 1)02ſe Graſſe in 
the ſpzing tyme, but in June, oz the fall of the leafe : they would 
haue you geue them graſſe with the deaw vpon it, in the night 
ſeaſon Dates, Barly, and Hav. Howubeit, in the colder countreis 
m Germany, France, and England, where the paſture is very 
good, they doubt not to ſkowꝛe theyꝛ hoꝛſes with greene graſſe.

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ſkonria of()o2ſes, Generally who ſo euer will haue his IDozſe 
helthy,and able to endure trauaile, let hpin feede his Hoꝛſe with 
Dates, mingled with chaffe oꝛ ſtrawe, ſo ſhall he be temperatly 
and well fed, and it ſo he labgur much, geue him the moꝛe Dats, 
Dis meate muſt bee geuen hym as ſome thinke beſt, in a lowe 
Manger, ſet ſolowe, as they are forced tu eate their meate with 


ſome difficultie oz trauavle, whiche they ſaye is to make them 


bend their neckes : by which ererciſe both the head, and the nerke 
groweth bigger, and they will be the eaſter tobe Bꝛidled: be- 

ſes, they will be the ſtronger , by reaſon ofthe hard ſettyng of 
the foꝛefeete. Howbeit , in fame places, they vſe hie ſtandyng

The beſt o ꝛouender that is, is Da 
tes, and fo2 defawte of them, Barly: you nit beware you geue 
them neyther Wheate, Nie, oꝛ any dꝛy pulſe: their Pꝛouender 
muſk be geuen chem rather often, and littell, then once oz twyſe 
a day in greate pozcions, ſeaſt pou glutte them therewith: they 
are vſed to be fed commonly fine tymes a day, when they ſtande 
in the ſtable, keepyng an equall number of houres betwene the 
tymes when they trauaile vou may geue them meate ſeldomer, 
but in greater quantitie, and if their tourmes be long, they muſk 
haue pꝛouender beſides in the night, alwaies remembzing(as J 
ſayd) that you glutte them not.

foz the deſire ofhatchpng their paung, they ſeeme tobe careleſſe 
of cither Meate oz Dyinke.Decondly, that they beare ſuche loue 
ta them, as they ſticke nat to hazard their gwne liues in the des 
fence of them, And thirdlie, that m the Stoꝛme, greate colde, oz 
ſickneſſe, they pꝛelerue aud nauriſh them vnder their Uinges, 
not makyng faz the whyle any account of their owne ſelues, 
There is hereof amoſt ſweete compariſon in the Golſpell, wher 
in our Sauiour (HR IS 7 compareth him ſelfe to the Henne 
that gatherethher Chickins vnder her winges. And therefoe, 
ſing theſe are common ſoꝛ cuery man to haut, and that they al⸗ 
wayes feede about the houſe , I thinke it beſte to beginne with 
them, and to tell you whiche are beſt to bee liked, whiche to bee 
bzonght vp, and whiche to be fatred, Fi:\t,the beſt tobe yought

duble comme, white eares and great, her tallong euen. The beſt 
kinde(as Coſumella ſapth)are ſuche ac haue fiue clawes, fo — 
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they be free from ſpurres: for ſuch as weare thoſe Cockiſh viea- 
pons, are not good fo2 bꝛoode, and diſdapne the compane of the 
Cocke, and lap but ſeeldome, and when they ſitte, with their 

bnruely ſpurres they bꝛeake their Eqges , The little Pullets, 

02 Hennes, thaugh the olde age, both foz their vnfruitkulne ſſe, 

ind other cauſes difalowed them, yet in many places they pꝛoue 

to be good, aud lay many Egges. In Cngland at this day, they 

are vſed as a daintie diſhe at mens tables, In the choyſe of your The Choyfe 
Cockes, you muſt pzouide ſuche as will treade luſtily, of to- *f Poeges. 
lours, as I tolde you for the Hennes, and the hike number of tal-

PLL L A. In ſome places,ſpccially the hotteſt countreys, 
the Dennes beginne to lay in January , in colder countreys,ep- 
ther in febznary, oz at the latter ende of January: you muſt alſo 
further their laying , by geupng them meates fo2 the purpoſe, 
as Barly halfe ſadde, whiche makechboththe Egges the fay⸗ 
rer, and cauſeth them to lay the gftner , Some thinke it good to 
mingle there with the leaues oz the ſerdes ol Cytiſus, whiche 
both are thaught to bee greatly of kaꝛtce in abi them fruite- 
full.

their deadly foe , and where they can pzeuaile , make hauocke of

War , J 
haue firſte encloſed the Barde, where my Bees 
Zucker hedge made of Blacke chene, and Per pfocle,the one 
dem leruyng the Bee with his flowzez at the begian x of 
the ſpying, and the other at the latter ent 
the Blacketh mne beareth a pleaſant where flo unt, ſo muche the 
wekcomerto the Bee, as it is the very farewell of the inter: 
fo hee commonly flow1eth nat till the Winter bee paſt, Theſe

mozp, and reſkozeth the hearing. Fo2 the pzoofe ofhis greave 
force againſt poyſon, they bzyng fooꝛth a young mayden ol Pa- 
, that hauing vnwares eaten of a poyſoned Apple, and there- 
withall ſs ſwolen , as no Treacle, noz medicine could cure her, 
was at the laſte reſtoꝛed to health, by the deſtilled water ol this 
Thiſtell: aud like wiſe that a boy, into whoſe mouth as he ſlept 
in the feelde, happened an Adder to creepe , was ſaued by the 
diinking of this water, the Adder creeping out behind, without 
any hurt to the child. In fine they affirme, that the leaues,tupce, 
ſeede,and water, healeth all kind of poyſons, and that the water 
hath healed a woman, whoſe Bꝛeaſt was eaten with a canker to 
the verie Ribbes , J haue alſo ſet in this little peece ofgrounde, 
greate ſtoje ofthe hearbe called N»m=/«7i4, oz Penigraſle, 
whiche creepeth cloſe by the ground, hauing vpon a long ſtring 
little round leaues, ſtanding directly one againſt the other, and 
à yellow flowe,like the Crowfoote, It is a ſoueraine hearbe foz 
healing of woundes, not only outward and greene woundes, but 
alſo inward ſozes and vicers, ſperially ofthe Loonges, whereof 
there hath been good pꝛoole.

ofthe hearbe ſteeped in white une, and deſtilled there withall, 
he hath cured ſund zie times, horte buruing and peſtilent feuers, 
as well in poung men, as in old. Hero I ranſchweyg,commen- 
deth it to bee ſinguler good fo2 all diſeaſes of the Spleen: the 
ſhcpheardes of Germaay , geue it with greate pzofite made in 
powder and mingled with ſale , to their cattell diſeaſed with the 
cough,being ſteeped iu Nine and deſtilled, it is a moſt preſent 
remedie in all Peſtilent feuers ; being geuen two ounces there 
of with a little Treacle , and after layed warme in bedde, and 
well couered, it expelleth the poyſon by ſweate, and dꝛiueth it 
from the harte. The water of this hearbe taken certaine dayes 
togeather , twoo ounces at a time, helpeth the turneſicke giddig
